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US, Turkey plan for ‘safe zone’ free of IS in northern Syria

BEIRUT (AP) — Turkey and 
the United States have 
agreed on the outlines of

Turkey, a key NATO ally, in 
Syria’s civil war, and also 
catapults it into a front-line 
position in the global war 
against IS. 

A senior Obama admin¬ 
istration official said Mon¬ 
day that U.S. discussions 
with Turkey about an IS-free 
zone focused on a 68-mile 
stretch still under IS control. 
The U.S. has been conduct¬ 
ing airstrikes there, which 
will accelerate now that 
the U.S. can launch strikes 
from Turkish soil, the official 
said. 

No agreement between 
Turkey and the U.S. has yet 
been finalized, said the of¬ 
ficial, who spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymify under 
regulations. 

In Washington, State De¬ 
partment spokesman John 
Kirby said that any joint 
military efforts with Turkey 
would not include the im¬ 
position of a no-fly zone.

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia 
(AP) — President Barack 
Obama unleashed a blis¬ 
tering and belittling rebuke 
of Republican White House 
hopefuls Monday, calling 
their attack on his land¬ 
mark nuclear deal with 
Iran “ridiculous if it weren’t 
so sad.” 

Standing before television 
cameras during a trip to 
Africa, Obama suggested 
the bellicose rhetoric from 
some GOP candidates was 
an attempt to divert atten¬ 
tion from Donald Trump, 
the wealthy businessman- 
turned presidential con¬ 
tender whose popularity is 
confounding the Republi¬ 
can field. 

“Maybe it gets attention 
and maybe this is just an 
effort to push Mr. Trump out 
of the headlines, but it’s 
not the kind of leadership 
that is needed for America 
right now,” Obama said 


during a news conference 
in Ethiopia. Obama’s com¬ 
ments marked his most di¬ 
rect engagement in the 
race to succeed him. Until 
now, he's largely limited 
his commentary to policy 
differences with Republi¬ 
cans, often sidestepping 
the names of specific can¬ 
didates. 

But the president's unspar¬ 
ing criticism Monday — tar-

geting candidates Mike 
Huckabee and Ted Cruz, 
as well as Trump — un¬ 
derscored his sensitivity to 
efforts to scuttle the Iran 
accord, which he hopes 
will be his signature for¬ 
eign policy initiative. It also 
raised the prospect of an 
aggressive role for Obama 
in fhe 2016 presidential 
campaign. 

“In 18 months. I'm turning 


over the keys," Obama 
said. “I want to make sure 
I'm turning over the keys to 
somebody who is serious 
about the serious problems 
that the country faces and 
the world faces.” 

The president was asked 
specifically about Huck- 
abee’s assertion that 
Obama had agreed to a 
nuclear deal that would 
“take the Israelis and basi¬ 
cally march them to the 
door of the oven," a refer¬ 
ence to crematoria in Nazi 
concentration camps dur¬ 
ing the Holocaust. The Is¬ 
raeli government staunchly 
opposes the agreement 
and views an Iranian nucle¬ 
ar program as a threat to its 
existence. 

Obama said the comments 
from Huckabee, a former 
Arkansas governor, were 
part of a broader pattern 
from Republicans. He also 
singled out Cruz, the Texas 
senator, for saying the nu¬ 
clear deal makes Obama 
— not Iran — the leading 


state sponsor of terrorism. 
“These are leaders in the 
Republican Party,” Obama 
said, seeming incredulous. 
He suggested the GOP 
was breaking longstanding 
American tradition of not 
playing “fast and loose” 
with facts during serious for¬ 
eign policy debates. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton, the 
front-runner for the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination, said she 
was “offended personally" 
by Huckabee’s comments. 
His remarks should be “re¬ 
pudiated by every person 
of good faith,” she said 
during a campaign stop in 
Iowa Monday. 

Huckabee dismissed the 
criticism, arguing that what 
was “ridiculous and sad” 
was that Obama wasn't 
taking Iran's threats to de¬ 
stroy Israel seriously. 

“I will stand with our ally Isra¬ 
el to prevent the terrorists in 
Tehran from achieving their 
own stated goal of another 
Holocaust,” Huckabee said 
in a statement. □

Clinton unveils plan to combat climate change

DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — 

Democratic presidential 
candidate Hillary Rodham 
Clinton called climate 
change one of the “most 
urgent threats of our time” 
and laid out elements of 
a sweeping plan Monday 
that would see every U.S. 
home powered by renew¬ 
able energy by 2027. How¬ 
ever, she declined to take 
a position on the Keystone 
XL oil pipeline from Cana¬ 
da that is opposed by envi¬ 
ronmental activists. 

Climate change has be¬ 
come a key issue in the 
Democratic presidential 
primary, where Clinton is 
the heavy favorite. Among 
Clinton’s 2016 Democratic 
opponents, Vermont Sen. 
Bernie Sanders has been 
vocal about the need for 
action to curb climate 
change and former Mary¬ 
land Gov. Martin O'Malley 
released a plan in Iowa 
several weeks ago that 
deals not just with consum¬ 
er energy use, but also in¬ 
dustrial and transportation, 
as he aims to make the U.S. 


entirely powered by renew¬ 
able energy by 2050. 

Most of the leading Repub¬ 
lican presidential candi¬ 
dates express skepticism or 
deny that climate change 
poses an urgent problem. 
They generally advocate 
more production of fos¬ 
sil fuels and oppose costly 
programs to support re¬ 
newable energy, express¬ 
ing concern about the cost 
to the U.S. economy. 

In Iowa, which holds the first 
nominating contest next 
year, Clinton called for in¬ 
stalling 500 million solar pan¬ 
els by 2020 as part of a plan 
she likened in its ambitions 
to President John F. Ken¬ 
nedy's effort to put a man 
on the moon the 1960s. “I 
know these goals will test 
our capacities, but I know 
they are within our reach," 
Clinton said after touring a 
regional bus station in Des 
Moines, Iowa, that was built 
using some recycled mate¬ 
rials and uses solar panels 
and rainwater to save en¬ 
ergy. 

But Clinton again would 
not be pinned down on the 
Keystone XL oil pipeline, the 
$8 billion project that would

transport oil from Canada's 
tar sands to refineries on 
the Gulf of Mexico. Environ¬ 
mentalists say the project 
would contribute to global 
warming by distributing 
dirty oil. Clinton said she 
wanted a State Depart¬ 
ment review started when 
she was secretary to run its 
course. 


“I put together a thorough, 
deliberative, evidence- 
based process to evaluate 
the environmental impact 
and other considerations 
on Keystone,” said Clinton. 
“I'm confident that the 
pipeline’s impact on global 
greenhouse gas emissions 
will be a major factor in 
that decision, as the presi-

dent has said.” 

Both Sanders and O'Malley 
oppose the pipeline. 
O’Malley’s deputy cam¬ 
paign manager, Lis Smith, 
said in a statement Mon¬ 
day that “every Democrat 
should follow his lead and 
take a stand to commit to 
ending our reliance on fos¬ 
sil fuels." □ 


Republican leader doesn’t expect Trump third-party candidacy 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Re¬ 
publican Party chairman 
Reince Priebus said Mon¬ 
day that he’s not worried 
that billionaire Donald 
Trump would eventually run 
for president as an inde¬ 
pendent. 

Trump, the outspoken New 
York real estate magnate 
and reality television star, 
has vilified the Republican 
establishment in recent 
weeks by calling out his crit¬ 
ics by name, making con¬ 


troversial remarks about 
immigration and more. 
Although he is still consid¬ 
ered a longshot in the Re¬ 
publican race, he has risen 
to the top in the polls and 
some observers have sug¬ 
gested that he might run 
for president as an inde¬ 
pendent candidate. 

But Priebus dismissed that 
speculation. 

“I don’t see that happen¬ 
ing,” Priebus said in an in¬ 
terview on NBC. He added 


that it is universally felt in 
party circles that “if (Dem¬ 
ocratic presidential hope¬ 
ful) Hillary Clinton is going 
to get beat, she has to get 
beat by a Republican." 
Asked about Trump's pros¬ 
pects of running as an in¬ 
dependent, Priebus said, “I 
think you’ve seen Donald 
Trump walk that back the 
last few days.” 

Priebus also was asked 
about Trump’s standing at 
the top of many polls. “I 


think he’s speaking out to 
people that are really frus¬ 
trated with Washington,” 
the party chairman replied. 
Priebus said provisions have 
been made to ensure that 
the half-dozen Republican 
aspirants who don't make 
the cut for the party’s first 
televised debate on Aug. 6 
will have an opportunity for 
a face off on their own on 
the same day in a debate 
to precede the 10-person 
event. Priebus said the par¬ 


ty had too many debates 
for the 2012 election, add¬ 
ing that “we’ve taken con¬ 
trol of the debates.” 

“Every candidate is go¬ 
ing to be able to compete 
on debate night," he said. 
Priebus wondered aloud 
why there hadn’t been 
more discussion among 
pundits about why the 
Democratic Party hasn’t 
announced a debate in¬ 
volving Clinton and her 
rivals.□

CHARLESTON, West Virginia 
(AP) - A man toting axes, 
a shovel and bleach when 
he was killed by a female 
escort he met online had 
been stopped, interviewed 
or investigated by police in 
as many as 20 states and is 
being looked into for pos¬ 
sible links to unsolved dis¬ 
appearances or slayings 
of women around the U.S., 
authorities said Monday. 
West Virginia authorities 
are trying to circulate in¬ 
formation to see if Neal 
Falls, of Oregon, can be 
linked to any other crimes 
against U.S. women. Police 
say Falls was fatally shot 
July 18 as he attacked and 
choked the escort in West 
Virginia, and she grabbed 
his handgun off the ground 
and fired it. 

Police found axes, knives, 
handcuffs, a shovel, 
bleach and other items in 
Falls’ car, raising suspicions 
this wasn’t the first time he 
had attacked a woman. 
“The fact that he was 45 


years old, and carrying 
tools like he was, and com¬ 
mitting a crime that was so 
organized and so violent, 
it's unlikely that this was his 
first violent crime,” Lt. Steve 
Cooper, Charleston police 
chief of defectives, told 
The Associated Press. 
Cooper said Falls had a list 
of 10 other women in his 
pocket. 

Nine were in West Virginia; 
one was across thell.S. 
in San Diego. Similar to 
the West Virginia woman, 
whom police are calling 
Heather, all were escorts 
active online, he said. They 
are all still alive. Cooper 
said. 

Heather had a separated 
shoulder, broken verte¬ 
brae, strangulation marks 
around her throat and oth¬ 
er injuries, Cooper said. 

So far, no history of major 
crimes in Falls' record has 
surfaced. However, police 
said records do show that 
authorities in as many as 
20 states — from Arizona fo 
Kentucky to Virginia — had 
some kind of interaction 
with Falls such as stopping 


him, running his vehicle’s 
license plate or checking 
his federal Social Security 
number. 

Police have said Falls rent¬ 
ed a room in a Las Vegas 
suburb during a time when 
four prostitutes went miss¬ 
ing. Henderson police 
spokeswoman Michelle 
French said Monday that 
they are checking into any 
possible Falls connection to 
the May 2005 disappear¬ 
ance of 21-year-old Lind¬ 
say Harris. 

She was the subject of 
massive search, and her 
family from central New 
York helped comb the des¬ 
ert area where her rental 
car was last seen some 30 
minutes from the Las Vegas 
Strip. The case appeared 
on an episode of TV’s 
“America’s Most Want¬ 
ed." Leg parts identified 
as hers through DNA test¬ 
ing were found three years 
later near Springfield, Illi¬ 
nois, more than 1,600 miles 
(2,500 kilometers) away. 
Cooper said West Virginia 
police have also been 
communicating with au¬ 


thorities in a small southern 
Ohio city, where four wom¬ 
en died in suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances and two others 
are missing. He said there 
has been no evidence yet 
placing Falls there, but it's 
been considered because 
of the proximity to West 
Virginia — less than a two- 
hour drive away. 

Cooper said police are 


still gathering information 
on Falls. It appears he was 
staying in his car, where he 
kept a pillow and sleeping 
bag, Cooper said. 

“He had no cash, no credit 
cards,” Cooper said. “It's 
a mystery how he had 
traveled across the coun¬ 
try to usright now. There's 
something that we haven't 
discovered yet.’O 


Man charged in brutal stabbings at church camp

URBANA, Maryland (AP) 

— An apparently home¬ 
less man fatally stabbed 
a South Korean missionary 
and seriously wounded his 
wife at a church retreat 
center, authorities said 
Monday. 

Song Su Kim, 30, of Virginia, 
was charged in Maryland 
with first- and second- 
degree murder, first- and 
second-degree attempted 
murder and two counts of 
assault. 


Police responded Sunday 
night to a call reporting 
the stabbing at the Anna 
Prayer Mountain Church 
Retreat Center, a Christian 
complex set amid wooded 
hills near the rural commu¬ 
nity of Urbana, northwest 
of Washington, D.C., said 
Sheriff Chuck Jenkins. 
Charging documents iden¬ 
tified the victims as Chung 
Hwan Park, 63, and his wife 
Ae Suk Ko, 58. 

Jenkins fold a news confer¬ 
ence fhe victims were mis¬ 
sionaries from South Korea. 


He said the woman had 
had surgery and was talk¬ 
ing to investigators. 

“She's conscious, she's 
alert,” the sheriff said, add¬ 
ing fhat she’s expected to 
survive. 

At a hearing Monday af¬ 
ternoon, Kim was ordered 
held without bail. He ap¬ 
peared in court in hand¬ 
cuffs and leg irons. 

Deputy State’s Attorney 
Nanci Hamm said after the 
hearing that a detective 
told her the victims were 
volunteer cooks at the cen¬ 


ter. 

Kim had called police Sat¬ 
urday to complain about 
the food af the center, ac¬ 
cording to Jenkins. 

Park was stabbed 13 times 
and Ko, four times, Hamm 
said. 

Hamm said the victims had 
arrived at the center in ear¬ 
ly July. 

Jenkins said Kim had been 
living at the center for five 
days, broughf fhere by 
Kim’s mother. 

Hamm said Kim has an ar¬ 
rest record in Virginia for 


a 2012 assault on a fam¬ 
ily member; a 2006 mali¬ 
cious destruction of prop¬ 
erty charge; and a drunk¬ 
en driving charge in 2005. 
Court records list a variety 
of misdemeanor charges 
against Kim in the past 10 
years in northern Virginia, 
including assault, drunken 
driving and possession of 
marijuana. Many of the 
charges were ultimately 
dismissed. The court re¬ 
cords list “Korea" as Kim's 
country of birth. Jenkins 
said he is a U.S. citizen. □

day, after its latest meeting 
ends, the Fed will issue only 
a statement. 

“The recent volatility in the 
global economy and fi¬ 
nancial markets has given 
the Fed pause," said Sung 
Won Sohn, an econom¬ 
ics professor at the Martin 
Smith School of Business at 
California State University, 
Channel Islands. “I think the 
probability of a rate hike in 
September has diminished 
because the Fed is going to 
need more time to evalu¬ 
ate how the U.S. economy 
is doing. December looks 
like a good possibility." 
During Yellen's testimony to 


Congress this month, some 
Democrats urged her to 
consider delaying a rate 
hike given that inflation 
remains below the Fed’s 
2 percent target. The Fed 
has typically raised rates 
when it perceives a need 
to prevent inflation from 
getting out of control. 

Part of the slowdown in in¬ 
flation, though, reflects a 
plunge in oil prices over the 
past year, which will reverse 
itself once energy prices 
rebound. The Fed is closer 
to achieving its other main 
goal: Maximizing employ¬ 
ment. The unemployment 
rate is at a seven-year low. 


and over the past three 
months, U.S. hiring has av¬ 
eraged a robust 221,000 a 
month. 

Economists who think the 
Fed will act in September 
point not only to low unem¬ 
ployment but also to signs 
of strength in such areas 
as housing and consumer 
spending. “The economy 
has a lot of momentum,

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Federal Reserve is get¬ 
ting close to raising inter¬ 
est rates for the first time 
in nearly a decade, per¬ 
haps in September. When 
it meets this week, though, 
don’t expect any time¬ 
table for a rate hike to be 
spelled out in a post-meet¬ 
ing statement. For now, the 
Fed wants to keep its op¬ 
tions open. 

Yet Chair Janet Yellen has 
left little doubt that the 
Fed is preparing to raise 
short-term rates by year's 
end from the record lows 
the central bank set at the 
depths of the 2008 financial 
crisis. With the U.S. econ¬ 
omy and job market now 
steadily rising, the need for 
ultra-low rates to stimulate 
growth is fading. 

“Our economy is in a much 
better state,” Yellen told 
Congress earlier this month. 
“We're close to where we 
want to be, and we now 
think the economy can 
not only tolerate but needs 
higher rates.” 

The economy still faces 
an array of threats, from 
subpar U.S. manufacturing 
and business investment 
to troubles in Europe and 


Asia, which have roiled 
financial markets. Infla¬ 
tion also remains below 
the Fed's target rate. And 
while the unemployment 
rate, at 5.3 percent, is near¬ 
ly normal, other gauges of 
the job market remain less 
than healthy. Pay growth 
remains generally sluggish, 
for example, and many 
people are working part 
time because they can’t 
find full-time jobs. 

But Yellen has stressed that 
when the Fed begins to 
raise rates, it will do so only 
gradually. The idea is to 
avoid weakening an econ¬ 
omy that’s still benefiting 
from low borrowing rates 
resulting from the Fed’s 
policies. 

Yellen has suggested that 
raising rates in small incre¬ 
ments, followed by pauses, 
would let the Fed assess 
the effects of slightly higher 
rates. Higher rates would 
also allow the Fed to re¬ 
spond later to any weak¬ 
ening of the economy by 
cutting rates again. 

Though many economists 
foresee the first rate hike in 
September, when Yellen is 
scheduled to hold a news 
conference, others think 
the Fed might wait until 
December.

Finance Minister Euclid 
Tsakalotos said late Mon¬ 
day that meetings in Ath¬ 
ens had begun between 
Greek officials and nego¬ 
tiating teams representing 
creditors, with talks to in¬ 
tensify Tuesday, paving the 
way for higher level discus¬ 


sions possibly by the end of 
the week. 

Before the talks started in 
Athens, a recording of Va¬ 
roufakis discussing a par¬ 
allel currency plan was 
made public. 

Opposition parties have 
criticized Varoufakis and 
have urged Prime Minister 
Alexis Tsipras to explain to 
lawmakers what he knew 
of his former finance minis¬ 
ter’s actions. 

In the recording of a tele¬ 
phone briefing for investors 
on July 16 in the wake of 
his resignation days earlier, 
Varoufakis claimed he and

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event Greek banks were 
shuttered.

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Yemen airstrikes resume; 15 allied fighters killed

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 
The Saudi-led coalition 
launched new airstrikes in 
at least two Yemeni prov¬ 
inces on Monday, piercing 
a humanitarian pause that 
started at midnight the pre¬ 
vious day, security officials 
said. 

The U.S.-backed coalition 
of mainly Gulf Arab coun¬ 
tries has been waging an 
air campaign since March 
against the Iran-supported 
Shiite rebels, who control 
most of northern Yemen 
and the capital, Sanaa. 
Two of Monday’s airstrikes 
killed 15 fighters allied with 
the coalition in the prov¬ 
ince of Lahj, security offi¬ 
cials and field command¬ 
ers said. More fhan 40 
fighters were wounded in 
the apparently accidental 
strikes, they said, adding 
that the death toll was ex¬ 
pected to rise. 

The strikes happened near 
the strategic military base 
of al-Anad, which is held 
by the rebels known as 
Houthis, and which was 
also hit by coalition planes 
Monday. The coalition also 
struck north of the port city 
of Aden. 


Airstrikes had been halted 
for hours but ground fight¬ 
ing erupted in multiple 
provinces within minutes 
of the start of the unilateral 
cease-fire lafe Sunday. 

The Houthis said in a state¬ 
ment that they fired mis¬ 
siles across the border at 
a Saudi military position in 
the kingdom's Jazan re¬ 
gion. The Saudi-owned Al- 
Hadath news channel said 
Saudi forces “responded” 
to Houthi shelling in Jazan, 
without elaborating. 

Fierce clashes also broke 
out Monday in the nearby 
town of Sabr, which is on 
a key supply route. Offi¬ 
cials aligned wifh pro-gov- 
ernmenf fighters say they 
have regained control of 
the center of the town and 
were trying to advance 
into northern neighbor¬ 
hoods. Witnesses who fled 
Sabr on Monday morning 
said that corpses of fight¬ 
ers lay in the street next to 
destroyed military vehicles.

backed him, from his late 
parents, who are revered 
democracy champions, to 
his hairstylist. 

Among other concerns 
he raised was the in¬ 
creasingly tense dispute 
with China over contested 
South ChinaSea territories. 
He called on Filipinos to 
unite as their country con¬ 
fronts China, which he did 
not identify by name. 

“Our adversary, is by any 
measure, way ahead 
whether in terms of influ¬ 
ence, economy or military 
force,” Aquino said in the 
nationally televised ad¬ 


dress. “But on the basis of 
reason and love for coun¬ 
try, we’re not lagging be¬ 
hind.” 

Relatedly, he said the Phil¬ 
ippines, which retired its 
last fighter jets a decade 
ago, would soon acquire 
a dozen FA-50 jets from 
South Korea, with the first 
two to be delivered in 
December, for territorial 
defense. Two more C-130 
cargo planes and more as¬ 
sault helicopters also are 
being acquired. 

One of Aquino's expected 
major legacies, a peace 
deal with the largest Muslim 
rebel group in the country, 
stalled early this year when 
some of the rebels from 
the 11,000-strong Moro Is¬ 
lamic Liberation Front got 
entangled in a clash that 
killed 44 anti-terrorism po¬ 
lice commandos in south¬ 
ern Mamasapano town. 
The commandos man¬ 
aged to kill a top Malaysian 
terror suspect long wanted 
by the United States whose 
real name is Zulkifli bin Hir, 
a successful assault Aquino 
cited in his address. 

The brutal police deaths, 
however, sparked public 
outrage and prompted 
lawmakers to delay pas¬ 
sage of a bill crafted to 
establish a more powerful 
and potentially larger au¬ 
tonomous region for minor¬ 


rebels dropped their sepa¬ 
ratist bid in exchange for 
broader autonomy.

Chinese state media snipe at Obama’s trip to Africa

BEIJING (AP) — Chi¬ 
na's state media are pour¬ 
ing cold water on President 
Barack Obama’s visit to Af¬ 
rica, saying U.S. attention 
to the continent is largely 
due to concern over Chi¬ 
na's booming influence 
there. 

The Global Times newspa¬ 
per said Monday that “off¬ 
setting China’s growing 


influence in fhis continenf 
and recovering pasf U.S. 
leverage” were major fac¬ 
tors in Obama's visit. 

The U.S., it said, is “tak¬ 
ing China as a rival in Af¬ 
rica.” 

In contrast to Chi¬ 
na’s steady and fair-mind¬ 
ed interactions with Africa, 
the U.S. “obviously lacks a 
consistent Africa policy," 
said the paper, published 
by the ruling Communist 


Party's flagship People's 
Daily. It cited what it said 
was Obama’s “cold shoul¬ 
der” to the continent dur¬ 
ing his first term as an ex¬ 
ample of U.S. inattentive¬ 
ness. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency took a similar tone, 
criticizing what it described 
as ineffective U.S. aid pro¬ 
grams for Africa while tout¬ 
ing China’s own projects, 
largely in roads, dams and 


other infrastructure. 
“Obama may have to work 
even harder if he wanfs to 
build his legacy on a con¬ 
tinent where U.S. commit¬ 
ment has long been ques¬ 
tioned,” Xinhua said. 
Obama huddled with Ethi¬ 
opia's leaders Monday for 
talks on counterterrorism, 
human rights and regional 
security issues, including 
the crisis in neighboring 
South Sudan. 


His visit to Ethiopia, the first 
by a sitting U.S. president, 
followed a stop in Kenya, 
his late father's homeland.

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10 killed in India as militants attack police station, bus

NEW DELHI (AP) — Indian 
forces fought an extended 
gunbattle Monday with mil¬ 
itants who attacked a mov¬ 
ing bus and stormed into a 
police station in a northern 
town bordering Pakistan, 
with 10 people killed in the 
violence, officials said. 

The attackers killed four 
policemen and three civil¬ 


ians in the pre-dawn attack 
in Punjab state, said Har- 
charan Singh Bains, a state 
government spokesman. 

All three of the attackers 
died in fighting with Indian 
police officers backed by 
army personnel that lasted 
about 12 hours, said the 
state’s director-general of 
police, Sumedh Singh Saini. 
The militants hijacked a car 
and then fired at the bus 


and a roadside eatery be¬ 
fore attacking a police sta¬ 
tion near Gurdaspur, a bor¬ 
der town in Punjab, police 
said. 

Eight injured people were 
hospitalized, seven of them 
in serious condition, the 
Press Trust of India news 
agency reported. 

Police are investigating 
whether the militants came 
from the Indian portion of 


Kashmir — which borders 
Punjab — or from Pakistan. 
Rebels routinely stage at¬ 
tacks in Indian-held Kash¬ 
mir, where they've been 
fighting since 1989 for an 
independent Kashmir or its 
merger with Pakistan. 
Monday’s attack took 
place in neighboring Pun¬ 
jab state, which witnessed 
militancy by Sikhs in the 
1980s. The revolt was put 


down with massive police 
force, arbitrary arrests and 
long-term incarceration of 
insurgent leaders. 

Saini said it was difficult to 
say where the attackers 
came from or whether mili¬ 
tancy was returning to Pun¬ 
jab. “They carried firearms 
and grenades.

The anniversary is hailed 
in North Korea as a victory 
over the U.S., which fought 
with the South Koreans 
and U.N. allies against the 
North’s forces,

by China and the Soviet 
Union. 

In a speech to veterans on 
Saturday, 

Kim Jong Un stressed the 
importance of instilling the 
country’s young people 
with the same fighting spirit 
and devotion as the gener¬ 
ation that experienced the 
war.

Ex-president known as father of Indian missile program dies

mer Indian President A.P.J. 
Abdul Kalam, known as the 
father of the country's mili¬ 
tary missile program, died 
Monday after collapsing 
while delivering a lecture, 
a top state official said.

The president from 2002 un¬ 
til 2007, he was a scientist 
and science administrator 
for four decades before

tion and the Indian Space 
Research Organization. He 
played a key organization¬ 
al and technical role in In¬ 
dia’s nuclear program. 

He also served as a scien¬ 
tific adviser to the prime 
minister. 

Kalam fell sick Monday 
while addressing the stu¬ 
dents of the Indian Insti¬ 
tute of Management in the 
Meghalaya state capital, 
Shillong, said P.B. Warjri, 


chief secretary of the state. 
He was rushed to the hospi¬ 
tal, but was declared dead 
after doctors could not re¬ 
vive him, Warjri said. 

The federal government 
would declare national 
mourning for seven days 
for him, said federal Home 
Secretary L.C. Goyal. 
Kalam’s body will be flown 
to New Delhi on Tuesday 
for burial. 

India's President Pranab 
Mukherjee said “Kalam 
would be long remem¬ 


bered for his passion for 
science and innovation 
and his contribution as an 
eminent scientist, admin¬ 
istrator, educationist and 
writer." 

Prime Minister Narendra 
Modi said “his death is a 
great loss to the scientific 
community. 

He took India to great 
heights. He showed the 
way." 

“He was an inspiration 
to an entire generation,” 
Home Minister Rajnath 


Singh tweeted. 

Sonia Gandhi, the presi¬ 
dent of opposition Con¬ 
gress party, described Ka¬ 
lam as “one of the greatest 
scientific minds, a scholar 
statesman and a true pa¬ 
triot who inspired millions of 
young and old alike by his 
works and deeds.” 

After his presidential term 
ended, Kalam traveled to 
remote schools and col¬ 
leges, speaking to students 
and inspiring them to follow

— The last contact Mar¬ 
garita Restrepo had with 
her daughter was a hur¬ 
ried phone call on Oct. 25, 
2002. The school day was 
over and 17-year-old Carol 
Vanesa was going to meet 
friends at a metro stop 
near the sprawling Comu- 
na 13 hillside slum. 

Restrepo and her children 
had fled the violent Me¬ 
dellin neighborhood a 
few days earlier, right be¬ 
fore it was taken over by 
thousands of Colombian 
soldiers trying to ferret out 
leftist rebels. She begged 
the girl not to risk returning 
there, but the teen went 
anyway. Neither she nor 
her two friends have been 
seen again and, to this 
day, nobody knows who is 
responsible for their disap¬ 
pearance. Thirteen years 
later, Restrepo and dozens 
of others who have missing 
loved ones are closer than 


ever to closure thanks to a 
project to remove 31,000 
cubic yards (24,000 cubic 
meters) of rubble from La 
Escombrera, a debris land¬ 


fill on Medellin’s outskirts 
where the remains of as 
many as 300 people are 
believed to have been 
dumped during one of the 


darkest chapters of Co¬ 
lombia's long-running civil 
conflict.

tigation into the burning 
death of a U.S. resident.

“There are people 
who know the truth about 
many cases that are still un¬ 
solved. Chile is asking them 
to follow the example of 
the soldier, Fernando Guz¬ 
man, and help to repair so 
much pain,” she said. 
Soldiers doused Rodrigo 
Rojas and 18-year-old Car¬ 
men Quintana with gaso¬ 
line and set them ablaze 
during a street demonstra¬ 
tion on July 2, 1986. Rojas 
died four days later. He 
was a Chilean-born pho¬ 
tographer visiting from the 
U.S, where he lived with his 
mother in exile. 

Quintana survived and 
underwent lengthy treat¬ 
ment for severe burns at 
a Canadian hospital. Her 
scarred face later became 
a symbol of the atrocities 
committed by Pinochet's

NFL close 
to new 
football 
inspection 
rules

The NFL is preparing to 
send out instructions to 
game officials and teams 
explaining new rules for in¬ 
specting footballs. 

Two people familiar with 
the league’s plans tell The 
Associated Press on Mon¬ 
day that proper inflation of 
the footballs will be docu¬ 
mented as part of the new 
policy. 

But those people, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
because the league has 
not released information 
on the new policy, say no 
instructions have been sent 
out yet. 

The first preseason game 
is Aug. 9, the Hall of Fame 
game between Minnesota 
and Pittsburgh in Canton, 
Ohio. 

Among the details being 
considered for the new 
policy: having game of¬ 
ficials appointed by the 
referee inspect the 48 foot¬ 
balls for each game more 
than two hours before kick¬ 
off. In the past, the referee 
inspected the footballs. 
Also under consideration 
is checking pressure read¬ 
ings for every ball before 
the game and then again 
at halftime. 

These changes stem from 
the use of underinflated 
footballs in the AFC cham¬ 
pionship game, which led 
to a four-game suspension 
for New England quarter¬ 
back Tom Brady, a $1 mil¬ 
lion fine for the Patriots, 
and two draft picks.

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After Olympic dreams fizzle, Bostonians wonder: Now what?

BOSTON (AP) — Oppo¬ 
nents are cheering the 
unceremonious demise of 
Boston’s bid for the 2024 
Summer Olympics, but 
some are wistfully wonder¬ 
ing what might have been. 
The U.S. Olympic Commit¬ 
tee officially severed ties 
with Boston on Monday, 
saying it was exploring oth¬ 
er options amid lackluster 
public support and con¬ 
cerns from elected leaders 
and organized opposition 
about the impact to tax¬ 
payers. 

For some supporters, the 
announcement dashed 
hopes for billions of dollars 
in new investments that 
would have dramatically 
remade New England’s 
largest city and further tar¬ 
nished Boston's image as a 
city of cynics and curmud¬ 
geons with a “can’t do” 
spirit. 

“I’m sad for Boston. I don’t 
think there are any winners 
here,” said Ed Lyons, a Bos¬ 
ton resident who has been 
among the most active 
on social media defend¬ 
ing the proposal. “I think a 
lot of people had a lot of 
hope and civic energy that 
they were willing to put into 
Boston 2024...That’s going 
to be a wound that hurts 
for a while.”” 

But Rafael Mares, an attor¬ 
ney for the Conservation 
Law Foundation, an en¬ 
vironmental group that’s 
been closely following the 
bid’s development, sug¬ 
gests that, if anything, the 
ferocity of the local Olym¬ 
pics debate showcased 
the ability of Bostonians not 
to shy away from tough 
questions. 

“It’s a sign of how smart this 
region is that it can delve 
into the details, understand 
the numbers and come

to the conclusion that this 
isn’t good for us,” he said. 
“Does that mean we don’t 
want any development or 
any improvements? No. Of 
course we do.” 

Jake Duhaime, a Mansfield 
resident who had been 
among the early support¬ 
ers of the games, blames 
Boston 2024 organizers for 
turning residents against 
the idea at nearly every 
step since Boston was 
picked over Los Angeles, 
San Francisco and Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. in January. 
“This bid started as truly 
grassroots. It had a heart 
and soul. But that got 
stripped through the pro¬ 
cess," he said. “It became 
less about the Olympics 
and more about people 
cashing in.” 

Duhaime also feared that 
public interest that seemed 
to be building around fi¬ 
nally addressing some of 
the greater Boston area’s 
most intractable problems 
might evaporate, relegat¬ 
ing those important topics 
to the back burner. “Now 
these stories move from 


page A-l to page B-6,” he 
said. “They become irrele¬ 
vant, because they're not 
attached to the Olympic 
brand name.” 

Opponents argue just the 
opposite, suggesting the 


end of the bid allows Bos¬ 
ton to plan its future on its 
own terms. 

“The Olympics were just a 
distraction from the types 
of discussions we should 
be having,” said Jona¬ 


than Cohn, a Boston resi¬ 
dent who’s been among 
the most active voices on 
Twitter opposed to the bid.

-- Alex Rodriguez doesn’t 
remember any clubhouse 
conversations as a young 
player about still being in 
the game at 40 years old. 
“You talk more about 35, 
coming into your mid-30s. 
Forty’s not really talked 
about,” Rodriguez said. 
“So, sure, there's a certain 
amount of pride.” 

A-Rod marked his 40th 
birthday Monday night 
with the New York Yankees’ 
series opener at Texas. He 
was the designated hitter 
and batted third against 
the team that gave him his 
first huge contract. 

It came a year after Rodri¬ 
guez turned 39 while serv¬ 
ing a season-long suspen¬ 
sion for violations of base¬ 
ball’s drug agreement and 
labor contract. 

“I had a lot of time to think 
and evaluate. It was a 
dark time, for sure,” Rodri¬ 
guez said. “To be able to 
come back this year and 
look back, and hopefully 
I’m going to be a better 
player but more important¬ 
ly a better person for the 
next 40 years.” 

When asked what a 
40-year-old A-Rod would 
tell the 30- or 20-year-old A- 
Rod, he first said he wasn’t 
in position to give anyone 
advice, including himself. 
But he then said there was 


a point in time when hit¬ 
ting home runs and being 
a great player were all that 
mattered to him. 

“I figured that if I hit more 
home runs, it would jus¬ 
tify for whatever behavior I 
had off the field,” he said, 
without being specific. 
“And I realize today that 
it's not that way at all. Hit¬ 
ting home runs doesn't 
make you a good father. It 
doesn't make you a good 
friend. And it certainly 
doesn't make you a good 


teammate. And to me, 
they're both important." 
Rodriguez went into Mon¬ 
day night's game hitting 
.277 with 23 home runs and 
58 RBIs. He got his 3,000th 
career hit June 19 against 
Detroit, and this is his 16th 
career 20-homer season 
- he is fourth on the major 
league homer list with 677. 
The three-time MVP be¬ 
came the 10th current 
major league player who 
is at least 40, according to 
STATS. The oldest is Colora¬ 


do pitcher LaTroy Hawkins 
at 42 years, 218 days old 
Monday, followed by Mets 
pitcher Bartolo Colon (42 
years, 64 days). The old¬ 
est position player is Miami 
outfielder Ichiro Suzuki (41 
years, 278 days). 

Yankees manager Joe Gi- 
rardi said Rodriguez is ex¬ 
tremely productive and 
re-established himself as an 
everyday player. 

“I’m going to continue to 
work hard. I thought April 
would be my most chal¬ 


lenging month. Then as I 
started getting more rep¬ 
etition, I was hoping to get 
better and I think that's 
happened,” Rodriguez 
said. “It's also a nice re¬ 
minder to me that if you 
play clean and you work 
hard, that good things can 
happen.” 

Rodriguez has been with 
the Yankees since 2004. 
Just before spring training 
that year he was traded 
by Texas only three sea¬ 
sons into the $252 million, 
10-year contract he signed 
after starting his career with 
Seattle from 1994-2000. 
During his three seasons 
in Texas, he was a three¬ 
time All-Star while hitting 
156 homers with 395 RBIs. 
He got a new $275 mil¬ 
lion, 10-year contract from 
the Yankees after the 2007 
season. 

In February 2009, Rodri¬ 
guez admitted to using ste¬ 
roids while with the Rang¬ 
ers from 2001-03. 

“The fans (in Texas) were 
always incredible to me. I 
will always be grateful to 
(former owner) Tom Hicks 
and the Rangers for giving 
me an opportunity at 25 
years old to be the leader 
of a franchise,” he said.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — An¬ 
dres Guardado scored 
again, with no penalty kick 
needed this time, and his 
teammates finally man¬ 
aged some goals, too.

And the Reggae 
Boyz looked as though they 
belonged in the opening 
minutes, keeping the pres¬ 
sure on Mexico with several 
promising scoring chances 
but never putting a shot on 
goal. 

But then El Tri started to find 
the gaps in the defense, 
and a yellow card for Ja¬ 


maica helped lead to Mex¬ 
ico's first goal. The Reggae 
Boyz hadn’t trailed since 
early in the second half of 
their Gold Cup opener. 
Mexico, which already 
held the record for most 
Gold Cup titles, is 7-1 in fi¬ 
nals. El Tri will face the U.S., 
the 2013 Gold Cup champ, 
on Oct. 9 at the Rose Bowl 
in Pasadena, California, for 
CONCACAF'S spot in the 
2017 Confederations Cup 
in Russia. 

“We won a game today, 
but we don’t accomplish 
our goal yet,” Herrera said.

Software turns smartphones into tools for medical research

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Jody Kearns doesn’t like 
to spend time obsessing 
about her Parkinson's dis¬ 
ease. The 56-year-old di¬ 
etitian from Syracuse, New 
York, had to give up bicy¬ 
cling because the disorder 
affected her balance. But 
she still works, drives and 
tries to live a normal life. 

Yet since she enrolled in a 
clinical study that uses her 
iPhone to gather informa¬ 
tion about her condition, 
Kearns has been diligently 
taking a series of tests three 
times a day. She taps the 
phone’s screen in a certain 
pattern, records a spoken 
phrase and walks a short 
distance while the phone’s 
motion sensors measure 
her gait. 

“The thing with Parkinson’s 
disease is there’s not much 
you can do about it," she 
said of the nervous-system 
disorder, which can be 
managed but has no cure. 
“So when I heard about 
this, I thought, ‘I can do 
this.’” 

Smartphone apps are the 
latest tools to emerge from 
the intersection of health 
care and Silicon Valley, 
where tech companies are 
also working on new ways 
of bringing patients and 
doctors together online, 
applying massive comput¬ 
ing power to analyze DNA 
and even developing in- 
gestible “smart” pills for de¬ 
tecting cancer. 

More than 75,000 people 
have enrolled in health 
studies that use special¬ 
ized iPhone apps, built with 
software Apple Inc. de¬ 
veloped to help turn the 
popular smartphone into 
a research tool. Once en¬ 
rolled, iPhone owners use 
the apps to submit data on 
a daily basis, by answer¬ 
ing a few survey questions 
or using the iPhone’s built- 
in sensors to measure their 
symptoms. 

Scientists overseeing the 
studies say the apps could 
transform medical re¬ 
search by helping them 
collect information more 
frequently and from more 
people, across larger and 
more diverse regions, than 
they're able to reach with 


traditional health studies. 

A smartphone “is a great 
platform for research,” 
said Dr. Michael McCon¬ 
nell, a Stanford University 
cardiologist, who's using 
an app to study heart dis¬ 
ease. “It's one thing that 
people have with them ev¬ 
ery day." 

While the studies are in ear¬ 
ly stages, researchers also 
say a smartphone’s mi¬ 
crophone, motion sensors 
and touchscreen can take 
precise readings that, in 
some cases, may be more 
reliable than a doctor's 
observations. These can 
be correlated with other 
health or fitness data and 
even environmental condi¬ 
tions, such as smog levels, 
based on the phone's GPS 
locater. 

Others have had similar 
ideas. Google Inc. says it’s 
developing a health-track¬ 
ing wristband specifically 
designed for medical stud¬ 
ies. Researchers also have 
tried limited studies that 
gather data from apps on 
Android phones. 

But if smartphones hold 
great promise for medi¬ 
cal research, experts say 
there are issues to consider 
when turning vast numbers 
of people into walking test 
subjects. 

The most important is safe¬ 
guarding privacy and the 
data that’s collected, ac¬ 
cording to ethics experts. 
In addition, researchers say 
apps must be designed to 
ask questions that produce 
useful information, without 


overloading participants or 
making them lose interest 
after a few weeks. Study 
organizers also acknowl¬ 
edge that iPhone owners 
tend to be more affluent 
and not necessarily an ac¬ 
curate mirror of the world's 
population. 

Apple had previously 
created software called 
HealthKit for apps that track 
iPhone owners’ health sta¬ 
tistics and exercise habits. 
Senior Vice President Jeff 
Williams said the company 
wants to help scientists by 
creating additional soft¬ 
ware for more specialized 
apps, using the iPhone's 
capabilities and vast user

“This is advancing research 
and helping to democ¬ 
ratize medicine," Williams 
said in an interview. 

Apple launched its Re- 
searchKit program in 
March with five apps to in¬ 
vestigate Parkinson’s, asth¬ 
ma, heart disease, diabe¬ 
tes and breast cancer. A 
sixth app was released last 
month to collect informa¬ 
tion for a long-term health 
study of gays and lesbians 
by fhe University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco.

For scientists, a smartphone 
app is a relatively inexpen¬ 
sive way to reach thou¬ 
sands of people living in 
different settings and geo¬ 
graphic areas. Traditional 
studies may only draw a 
few hundred participants, 
said Dr. Ray Dorsey, a Uni¬ 
versity of Rochester neu¬ 
rologist who’s leading 
the Parkinson's app study 
called mPower. 
“Participating in clinical 
studies is often a burden,” 
he explained. “You have to 
live near where the study's 
being conducted. You 
have to be able to take 
time off work and go in for 
frequent assessments." 
Smartphones also offer the 
ability to collect precise 
readings, Dorsey added. 
One test in the Parkinson's 
study measures the speed 
at which participants tap 
their fingers in a particular 
sequence on the iPhone's 
touchscreen. Dorsey said 
that's more objective than 
a process still used in clin¬ 
ics, where doctors watch 
patients tap their fingers 
and assign them a numeri¬ 
cal score. 

Some apps rely on par¬ 
ticipants to provide data. 
Elizabeth Ortiz, a 48-year- 
old New York nurse with 
asthma, measures her 
lung power each day by 
breathing into an inexpen¬ 
sive plastic deviceO

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Summer doldrums, plunge in Chinese 
shares help send global markets lower

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

worst drop in China’s 
stock market in eight years 
helped drag down other 
markets around the world 
Monday. 

The tough day follows de¬ 
clines in U.S. markets last 
week, when the three ma¬ 
jor indexes fell more than 
2 percent as a number of 
big companies reported 
disappointing earnings. 
Faced with a drop in stock 
prices in Asia, Europe and 
the U.S., investors moved 
into traditional safe ha¬ 
vens. The yield on the 10- 
year U.S. Treasury note fell 
to 2.22 percent from 2.26 
percent on Friday. The 
price of gold rose 1 per¬ 
cent. 

Dividend-heavy stocks, like 
utilities, also gained. Inves¬ 
tors favor high-dividend 
companies during times 
of volatility because they 
provide a reliable income 
stream. 

"There remain very few 
buyers out there and there 
are some growing con¬ 


The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index lost 12.01 points, or 
0.6 percent, to 2,067.64 
and the Nasdaq compos¬ 
ite lost 48.85 points, or 1 
percent, to 5,039.78. 

It was the fifth straight loss 
for the U.S. market. The S&P 
500 is still up about half a 
percent for the year. The 
Dow is down 2 percent 
and the tech-heavy Nas¬ 
daq is up 6 percent. 

The worries for investors this 
week started with an 8.5 
percentage point plunge 
on the Shanghai market, 
the biggest one-day de¬ 
cline since February 2007. 
It was the latest big drop in 
the Chinese stock market, 
which has slumped since 
early June. 

Some analysts said Mon¬ 
day’s dive was set off 
by brokerages restrict¬ 
ing credit used to finance 
stock purchases, also 
known as margin trading.

“The continuous check on 
margin trading by security

Orders for US durable goods 
jump up 3.4 percent in June

WASHINGTON (AP) — Or¬ 
ders to U.S. factories for 
big-ticket manufactured 
goods posted a sizable 
gain in June, but the ad¬ 
vance was fueled by high¬ 
er demand for commercial 
aircraft. Outside of this vol¬ 
atile category, a key cat¬ 
egory that represents busi¬ 
ness investment rose by a 
far more modest amount. 
Orders for durable goods 
jumped 3.4 percent in June 
from May, when orders 
had fallen 2.1 percent, the 
Commerce Department 
reported Monday. The gain 
was the best result since 
March. However, the jump 
was driven by aircraft or¬ 
ders booked by Boeing at 
the Paris air show. 

A category viewed as a 
proxy for business invest¬ 
ment plans rose a slower 
0.9 percent. While this 
was the strongest showing 
since March, it followed 
two months of declines. 
Through the first six months 
of this year, demand in the 
investment category is run¬ 
ning 3.4 percent below the 
same period a year ago. 
This category has been 
weak for months and has 
dragged activity in the 
overall manufacturing sec¬ 
tor. Total orders for durable 
goods, items expected to 
last at least three years, are 
running 2 percent lower 
through the first half of this 
year compared to the first 
six months of 2014. 

U.S. manufacturers have 
struggled this year from 
the effects of a strong dol¬ 


lar and a plunge in energy 
prices. The higher value 
of the dollar against for¬ 
eign currencies makes U.S. 
goods more expensive and 
less competitive in major 
export markets, while the 
lower oil prices have led 
energy companies to scale 
back investment plans. 
Jennifer Lee, senior econo¬ 
mist at BMO Capital Mar¬ 
kets, described the June 
results as a “glimmer of 
hope” that may point to 
“stronger business invest¬ 
ment as the second half 
begins.” 

Some economists believe 
a modest rebound in man¬ 
ufacturing will emerge as 
strong employment gains 
help lift consumer spend¬ 
ing, which accounts for 
70 percent of economic 
activity. But other ana¬ 
lysts are concerned that 
problems weighing on the 
global economy, such as 
the Greek debt crisis and 
a big drop in the Chinese 
stock market, will keep a 
lid on export sales. “There 
is enough growth in the 
U.S. economy to suggest 
that manufacturing output 
gains will be positive for the 
balance of 2015 and into 
2016, but factory sector 
performance will likely be 
sluggish and volatile,” said 
Cliff Waldman, director of 
economic studies for the 
MAPI Foundation, a manu¬ 
facturing research group. 
The overall economy 
stalled in the January- 
March quarter, with the 
gross domestic product 
shrinking at an annual rate 
of 0.2 percent.Q

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s 
Teva Pharmaceutical In¬ 
dustries Ltd. said Monday it 
is purchasing Dublin-based 
Allergan PLC’s generic 
pharmaceuticals busi¬ 
ness for $40.5 billion, in what 
Israeli analysts called the 
largest-ever acquisition by 
an Israeli company. 
Statements from both com¬ 
panies say the deal will see 
Allergan receive $33.75 
billion in cash and shares 
of Teva valued Monday 
at $6.75 billion. In light of 
the acquisition, Teva said 
it was withdrawing its $40 
billion-plus takeover offer 
for pharmaceuticals com¬ 
pany Mylan N.V. 

Word of the acquisition 
saw Teva shares shoot up 
13 percent in pre-opening 
trading on the Nasdaq. 
Trading in Teva shares on 
the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange 
halted over the news of the 
sale. 

The Israeli pharmaceutical 
giant is the world’s largest 
generic drugmaker. It said 
in a statement that the ac¬ 
quisition would provide pa¬ 
tients with more access to 
affordable medicines. 
“Through our acquisition of 


Allergan Generics, we will 
establish a strong founda¬ 
tion for long-term, sustain¬ 
able growth, anchored by 
leading generics capabili¬ 
ties and a world-class late- 
stage pipeline that will ac¬ 
celerate our ability to build 
an exceptional portfolio of 
products - both in generics 
and specialty as well as the 


intersection of the two," 
Erez Vigodman, president 
and CEO of Teva, said in a 
statement. 

Brent Saunders, CEO and 
president of Allergan, said 
in a statement the sale 
would help his company 
enhance its “global-brand¬ 
ed pharmaceutical busi¬ 
ness and strengthen our fi¬ 


nancial position." 

Teva's leadership has been 
saying for months that it be¬ 
lieves some of the biggest 
generic drug companies 
should combine in order to 
save money and become 
more efficient. 

A big deal like this would 
allow the drugmaker to 
improve its profitability 


by cutting jobs and other 
overlapping costs from the 
combined businesses. It 
also would increase its le¬ 
verage in negotiating drug 
prices with insurers and oth¬ 
er payers, an ever-impor- 
tant piece of leverage in 
key markets like the United 
States, where insurers, em¬ 
ployers and other payers 
are pushing to hold down 
rising costs that have out¬ 
paced inflation for years. 
Generic drugs are less ex¬ 
pensive than name-brand 
drugs, but the prices of 
some generics have soared 
due to a lack of competi¬ 
tion or shortages brought 
on by manufacturing prob¬ 
lems. 

Teva's deal comes as oth¬ 
er key health care players 
also make plans to muscle 
up their negotiating lever¬ 
age through acquisitions. 
U.S. hospital systems are 
buying doctor practices 
and consolidating. 

The second-largest U.S. 
health insurer, the Blue 
Cross-Blue Shield carrier 
Anthem Inc., is buying ri¬ 
val Cigna for $48 billion in 
a deal that would make it 
the nation's biggest insurer 
by enrollment. Q 


Burger King’s sales get another boost from Chicken Fries 


NEW YORK (AP) — Burger 
King got a boost from the 
return of its “Chicken Fries.” 
Parent company Restau¬ 
rant Brands International 
Inc. said Monday sales rose 
7.9 percent at Burger King 
locations in the U.S. and 
Canada during the sec¬ 
ond quarter. The company 
attributed the increase to 
factors including the popu¬ 
larity of its “two for $5” deal, 
ongoing restaurant renova¬ 
tions and the return of its 
Chicken Fries. 

McDonald's last week said 


sales fell 2 percent in the 
U.S. as promotions failed to 
meet expectations. 

After taking Chicken Fries 
off the menu in 2012, Burg¬ 
er King had said last year 
it was bringing back the 
long, deep-fried piece of 
chicken as a limited-time 
offer in response to cus¬ 
tomer demands. The cam¬ 
paign was so successful the 
company brought them 
back this year. 

Restaurant Brands CEO 
Daniel Schwartz said Chick¬ 
en Fries are profitable as 


well because they have a 
high gross margin and res¬ 
taurants sell a lot of them. 
They are positioned as a 
snack or meal and cost 
around $3. 

Schwartz declined to say 
whether customer traffic 
played a role in driving up 
sales, or if fhe increase in 
sales was drive entirely by 
people spending more per 
visit. 

The company also cited the 
appearance of its “King” 
mascot at sporting events 
like the Belmont Stakes as 


an example of its improved 
marketing. 

On a global basis. Burger 
King’s sales rose 6.7 per¬ 
cent at established loca¬ 
tions during the quarter. 
The figure rose 5.5 percent 
at Tim Flortons, which it also 
owns. 

The company, based in 
Oakville, Ontario, opened 
an additional 141 Burger 
King locations around the 
world as well as another 52 
Tim Flortons. 

Restaurant Brands Interna¬ 
tional earned $9.6 million.

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Colombia looks for scores of disappeared in landfill

At a ceremony Monday to 
remember the missing and 
kick off the search effort, 
officials joined more than 
100 women who dressed 
in white and carried black, 
plastic silhouettes to repre¬ 
sent their loved ones. After 
years of silence on the part 
of fhe government and 
much of society, supporters 
of the families welcomed 
the start of the work. 

“This is the site of one of fhe 
mosf afrocious episodes 
that weigh down our his¬ 
tory and is a stain on our 
national identity before 
the entire world,” Javier 
Giraldo, a Roman Catho¬ 
lic priest and human rights 
activist, said following a 
Mass to honor the victims. 
Human rights activists 
say La Escombrera could 
prove to be the largest 
mass grave ever found in 
Colombia and fhe dig rep¬ 
resents a glimmer of hope 
that justice will be realized. 
But the search will be com¬ 
plicated. Despite more 
than a decade-long clam¬ 
or by victims’ families that 
the landfill be closed and 
excavated, giant trucks 
have continued to dump 
construction waste daily. 

“If that light doesn't shine 
for me, I hope it does for 
one of my companions,” 
Restrepo said while hold¬ 
ing up a placard with her 
daughter’s photo and dis¬ 
appearance date, the 
eye-catching symbol used 
by the group Mothers Walk¬ 
ing for the Truth to draw at¬ 
tention to their fight. 


The missing are a lasting re¬ 
minder of one of the dark¬ 
est chapters of Colombia's 
half-century-old rebel con¬ 
flict. The rightist paramili¬ 
tary groups demobilized a 
decade ago, and the gov¬ 
ernment now is negotiat¬ 
ing a peace deal with the 
biggest rebel movement. 
With the five-decade con¬ 
flict winding down, officials 
have been fanning ouf 
across the country to ex¬ 
hume hundreds of bodies, 
attempt to identify them 
through DNA testing and 
return the remains to family 
members. 

But most of the unmarked 
graves are located in law¬ 
less rural areas, not Medel¬ 
lin, which is Colombia’s 
second-largest city. 
Restrepo’s disappearance 
took place at a time and 
place where being young 
like her was almost tan¬ 
tamount to a death sen¬ 
tence. 

Shortly after taking office in 
2002, then President Alvaro 
Uribe launched Operation 
Orion to repel leftist reb¬ 
els from a densely popu¬ 
lated hillside slum in the 
poor and violent Comuna 
13 district. The offensive li¬ 
onized Uribe's reputation 
among Colombians as a 
crime-fighting conserva¬ 
tive whose tough talk was 
backed by action. 

But almost as soon as the 
military retrenched, the 
void was filled by far-righf 
militia fighters in ski masks 
and wielding heavy weap¬ 
ons. Allegations of killings 
of civilians and disappear¬ 
ances multiplied. Many 


of the paramilitary crimes 
were carried out in an al¬ 
liance with U.S.-trained se¬ 
curity forces. 

Former militia fighters, in¬ 
cluding Diego Fernando 
Murillo, the jailed warlord 
known by the alias Don 
Berna who once terrorized 
much of Medellin, have 
testified they dumped their 
victims in La Escombrera. 
Investigators say it is un¬ 
clear how many, if any, 
bodies can be recovered. 
Too much time has passed 
and the 8-meter-high 
(9-yard-high) mountain of 
debris likely has crushed 
many of the remains. 

But they say their biggest 
obstacle is providing for 
the safety of fhe forensic 
experts carrying out the 
painstaking work. While vi¬ 
olence in Medellin's slums 
has fallen sharply over the 
past decade, with the city 
last year reporting its low¬ 
est homicide rate since the 
height of drug boss Pablo 
Escobar's power in the 
mid-1980s, the five-month 
excavation is taking place 
in an area where criminal 
gangs still lurk, many of 
whose members are impli¬ 
cated in the very crimes 
being investigated. Mistrust 
of the police, who are pro¬ 
viding around-the-clock 
protection, still runs high. 
Still, the experts will try to 
help close a wound not just 
for the victims of Comuna 
13 but to make a symbolic 
gesture for millions of Co¬ 
lombians touched by vio¬ 
lence and abandoned by 
the state. 

They have cordoned off 
and will focus fheir search in 
fhree sections of fhe landfill 
where bodies are believed 
fo have been dumped. A 
makeshift camp is being 
built for loved ones who 
want to stay abreast of 
the investigators' progress. 
There is also a mausoleum 
planned and an exhibit in 
a Medellin’s Museum of 
Memory, a new space for 
reflection and study of Co¬ 
lombia’s violent past. 
Caterina Heyck, who is 
spearheading the proj¬ 
ect for Colombia’s chief 
prosecutor, said that until 
recently, authorities only 
dreamed of undertaking 
such a costly and logisti- 


cally challenging project. 
She credits the victims for 
spurring others into action, 
first by staging symbolic 
protests at the landfill in 
2006 and more recently by 
demanding that military 
leaders behind Operation 
Orion face punishment at 
the Inter-American Court 
of Human Rights.Q 
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Worldwide strengthening El Nino giveth and taketh away

WASHINGTON (AP) — In 

California, they’re count¬ 
ing on it to end an historic 
drought; in Peru, they’ve 
already declared a pre¬ 
emptive emergency to 
prepare for devastat¬ 
ing flooding. It’s both an 
economic stimulus and a 
recession-maker. And it’s 
likely to increase the price 
of coffee, chocolate and 
sugar. 

It’s El Nino — most likely, 
the largest in well over a 
decade, forecasters say. A 
lot more than mere weath¬ 
er, it affects lives and pock- 
etbooks in different ways in 
different places. 

Every few years, the winds 
shift and the water in 
the Pacific Ocean gets 
warmer than usual. That 
water sloshes back and 
forth around the equa¬ 
tor in the Pacific, interacts 
with the winds above and 
then changes weather 
worldwide. This is El Nino. 
Droughts are triggered 
in places like Australia 
and India, but elsewhere, 
droughts are quenched 
and floods replace them. 
The Pacific gets more 
hurricanes; the Atlantic 
fewer. Winter gets milder 
and wetter in much of the 
United States. The world 
warms, goosing Earth’s al¬ 
ready rising thermometer 
from man-made climate 
change. 

Peruvian sailors named the 
formation El Nino — the 


(Christ) Child — because 
it was most noticeable 
around Christmas. An El 
Nino means the Pacific 
Ocean off Peru’s coast is 
warm, especially a huge 
patch 330 feet (100 me¬ 
ters) below the surface, 


and as it gets warmer and 
close to the surface, the 
weather “is just going to be 
a river falling from the sky,” 
said biophysicist Michael 
Ferrari, director of climate 
services for agriculture at 
the Colorado firm aWhere 
Inc. 

Around the world, crops 
fail in some places, thrive 
elsewhere. Commercial 
fishing shifts. More people 
die of flooding, fewer from 
freezing. Americans spend 
less on winter heating. The 
global economy shifts. 

“El Nino is not the end of 
the world so you don't 


have to hide under the 
bed. The reality is that in 
the U.S. an El Nino can be 
a good thing,” said Mike 
Halpert, deputy director of 
the U.S. National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Adminis¬ 
tration's Climate Prediction 


Center. 

This El Nino officially started 
in March and keeps get¬ 
ting stronger. If current 
trends continue, it should 
officially be termed a 
strong El Nino early in Au¬ 
gust, peak sometime near 
the end of year and peter 
out sometime next spring. 
Meteorologists say it looks 
like the biggest such event 
since the fierce El Nino of 
1997-1998. 

California mudslides not¬ 
withstanding, the U.S. 
economy benefited by 
nearly $22 billion from 
that El Nino, according to 
a 1999 study. That study 
found that 189 people 
were killed in the U.S, main¬ 
ly from tornadoes linked to 
El Nino, but an estimated 
850 lives were saved due 
to a milder winter. 

A United Nations-backed 
study said that El Nino cost 
Bolivia, Colombia, Ecua¬ 
dor, Peru and Venezuela 
nearly $11 billion. Flooding 


in Peru destroyed bridges, 
homes, hospitals and crops 
and left 354 dead and 
112 missing, according to 
the Pan-American Flealth 
Organization. The mining 
industry in Peru and Chile 
was hammered as flood¬ 


ing hindered exports. 
Though this year's El Nino 
is likely to be weaker than 
the 1997-1998 version, the 
economic impact may 
be greater because the 
world’s interconnected 
economy has changed 
with more vulnerable sup¬ 
ply chains, said risk and cli¬ 
mate expert Ferrari. 
Economic winners include 
the U.S., China, Mexico and 
Europe while India, Austra¬ 
lia and Peru are among El 
Nino’s biggest losers. 

On average, a healthy El 
Nino can boost the U.S. 
economy by about 0.55 
percent of Gross Domes¬ 
tic Product, which would 
translate more than $90 
billion this year, an Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund study 
calculated this spring. But 
it could also slice an entire 
percentage point off Indo¬ 
nesia’s GDP. 

Indonesia gets hit particu¬ 
larly hard because an ex¬ 
pected El Nino drought af¬ 


fects the country’s mining, 
power, cocoa, and coffee 
industries, said IMF study 
co-author Kamiar Mohad- 
des, an economist at the 
University of Cambridge in 
London. 

The expected El Nino 
drought in parts of Australia 
has started and may trim 
as much as 1 percent off 
of the country’s GDP, said 
Andrew Watkins, supervisor 
of climate prediction ser¬ 
vices at the Australian Bu¬ 
reau of Meteorology. 

Tony Barnston, lead El Nino 
forecaster at the Interna¬ 
tional Research Institute 
for Climate and Society at 
Columbia University, cau¬ 
tioned that while El Nino 
has predictable effects 
and this one is strong, what 
happens next is not exactly 
certain. 

But Peruvians are worried. 
Abraham Levy, director of 
Ambiental Andina, which 
advises businesses on me¬ 
teorology- and hydrology- 
related issues, believes this 
El Nino could lead Peru into 
recession. Important export 
crops such as mangos and 
asparagus that grow in 
coastal valleys are already 
being adversely affected 
by the unseasonably high 
temperatures, said Levy. 
“The export mango crop 
has not yet flowered,” he 
said. “And if we don’t have 
flowers we don't have 
fruit.” 

And then there’s the flood¬ 
ing. Peru declared a pre¬ 
emptive state of emer¬ 
gency this month for 14 of 
its 25 states, appropriating 
some $70 million to pre¬ 
pare. Hilopito Cruchaga, 
the civil defense director 
in Peru’s northern region of 
Piura, said authorities are 
clearing river beds of de¬ 
bris, reinforcing river banks 
with rock and fortifying res¬ 
ervoir walls. Sandbags and 
rocks are also being piled 
on some river banks.Q

In Hollywood's reboot 
frenzy, the movie industry 
has increasingly turned to 
reviving classic comedies, 
only to find that few things 
are harder to rekindle than 
the elusive elements — Bill 
Murray’s timing, John Be- 
lushi’s eyebrows— that 
make up a great come¬ 
dy. The distance between 
original and remake is usu¬ 
ally as vast as it is between 
“Caddyshack" and “Cad- 
dyshack II." 

The latest attempt is “Va¬ 
cation,” a new try at the 
classic National Lampoon 
series that first emanated 
from John Hughes’ short 
story “Vacation ‘58” and 
was launched with the 
1983 Chevy Chase original. 
Chase makes a cameo in 
the latest “Vacation,” but 
he has ceded the driver’s 
seat to his son. Rusty Gris¬ 
wold (Ed Helms). 

In some quarters, the movie 
has not been anticipated 
warmly. In a column for the 
Hollywood Reporter, former 
National Lampoon editor 
P.J. O’Rourke judged the 
film from its trailer “post- 
humoristic” and “a summer 
cineplex dump-fill featuring 
the ‘Hangover’ wimp den¬ 
tist as leading man." 
Whether screwball or satire, 
comedy only works when it 
feels bracingly alive. Most 


remakes, though, tend 
to feel like they’ve been 
brought back from the 
dead, only with all the re¬ 
ally good jokes left back in 
the cemetery. 

Hollywood is devoted to 
getting it right, though. The 
biggest test will come next 
July when Paul Feig releas¬ 
es his big-budget “Ghost- 
busters.” Feig, at least, has 
had the good sense to try 
an entirely different track, 
recasting the leads as fe¬ 
male, including Melissa Mc¬ 
Carthy and Kirsten Wiig. 

But there are many others 
in various stages of quixotic 
development, including 


remakes of “Meatballs," 
“’Fletch,” ‘’Bill and Ted’s 
Excellent Adventure” and 
“Police Academy.” 

With that in mind, here are 
a few lessons to draw from 
an often dubious tradition. 

JUST STAY AWAY 

More often than not, the 
best advice is just put 
down the script and walk 
away. Such was the case 
for Shawn Levy’s “The Pink 
Panther,” which somehow 
managed to earn a 2009 
sequel. Steve Martin is a 
tremendous performer, but 
no one should be attempt¬ 
ing to follow in the clumsy 


footsteps of Peter Sellers’ 
Inspector Clouseau. (Mar¬ 
tin has been a curiously 
frequent remake star, in¬ 
cluding two “Father of the 
Bride” films and the some¬ 
what better “Dirty Rotten 
Scoundrels," which came 
from the Marlon Brando, 
David Niven 1964 original.) 
EVEN THE COENS CAN’T DO 
IT 

It's a testament to the dif¬ 
ficulty of the task if even 
Joel and Ethan Coen whiff 
it. The comedies produced 
by London’s Ealing Studios 
in the 1940s and ‘50s are 
comedy royalty that few 
would have the courage to 


tackle. But the Coens tried 
it with “The Ladykillers” in 
2004, attempting a broad¬ 
er comedy that traded 
Tom Hanks and Mississippi 
for Alec Guinness and Lon¬ 
don. It's among the Coens 
weaker films, though they 
can argue that they fell 
into directing it. They were 
first signed up just to write 
the script, but took over 
directing for Barry Sonnen- 
feld when he dropped out. 
Worth noting, though, is 
that by staying true to the 
Charles Portis novel, the 
Coens did give us easily the 
best “True Grit." 

RUSSELL BRAND IS NOT DUD¬ 
LEY MOORE 

And Adam Sandler isn’t 
Burt Reynolds. Brand and 
Sandler both have their 
particular talents, but nei¬ 
ther were well suited heirs 
to their remakes of “Ar¬ 
thur" — the 2011 version of 
Moore's 1981 film — and 
“The Longest Yard," which 
had Sandler sliding in for 
Reynolds in the 2005 prison 
football comedy. Both orig¬ 
inals, like many comedies, 
drew considerably from the 
distinct personas of their 
stars, making for an out of 
whack chemistry in the re¬ 
makes. Nathan Lane and 
Matthew Broderick had an 
even higher bar to meet in 
taking over for Mel Brooks 
and Zero Mostel in the 2005 
film “The Producers.” If only 
someone had thought to 
try it as a Broadway musical 
instead. □ 
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Medical Examiner: Autopsy planned for Bobbi Kristina Brown

ATLANTA (AP) — An autop¬ 
sy will be needed to evalu¬ 
ate what led to the death 
of Bobbi Kristina Brown, 
daughter of singer Whitney 
Houston, authorities said 
Monday, the day after her 
death. 

In a statement Monday 
morning, the Fulton County 
Medical Examiner's Office 
says the time that elapsed 
from when she was found 
unresponsive in January 
until her death Sunday will 
“complicate” its effort to 
reconstruct events. 
“Interpretation of autopsy 
findings and other infor¬ 
mation will also be chal¬ 
lenging," the medical ex¬ 
aminer’s office said in the 
statement. “However, an 
autopsy could be helpful 
to address questions which 
may arise about the cause 
of her unresponsiveness 
and eventual death.” 

Bobbi Kristina died Sunday 
at Peachtree Christian Hos¬ 
pice in Duluth, Georgia, 
about six months after she

“The Roswell Police Depart¬ 
ment continues its inves¬ 
tigation into the circum¬ 
stances preceding and 
surrounding the time of the 
original incident leading to 
her death," the medical 
examiner said in Monday 
morning’s statement. 

The medical examiner did 
not release a timeframe for 
the autopsy, but said ad¬ 
ditional lab testing might 
take several weeks. 

Born and raised in the 
shadow of fame and litiga¬ 
tion, shattered by the loss 
of her mother, Bobbi Kris¬ 
tina was overwhelmed by 
the achievements and de¬ 
mons of others before she 
could begin to figure out 
who she was. 

Bobbi Kristina — the sole 
heir of her mother’s estate 
— did have dreams. 


She identified herself on 
Twitter as "Daughter of 
Queen WH,” "Entertainer/ 
Actress” with William Morris 
& Co., and “LAST of a dy¬ 
ing breed.” She told Oprah 
Winfrey shortly after her 
mother’s death in 2012 that 
she wanted to carry on her 
mother’s legacy by singing, 
acting and dancing. But 
her career never took off. 
She became a social me¬ 
dia sensation, sending 
more than 11,000 tweets 
and attracting 164,000 fol¬ 
lowers. 

As the news of her death 
spread across social media, 
several celebrities tweeted 
their condolences. 
Grammy-winning per¬ 
former Missy Elliot tweeted, 
"My heart is truly heavy. 
May u rest in peace with 
your mommy #BobbiKris- 
tina sending prayers 2 the 
Brown/Houston family." 
“Empire” star Taraji P. Hen¬ 
son tweeted, “Rest in heav¬ 
en.”

Whitney Houston, known as 
"America’s Sweetheart,” 
was an impossible act to 
follow. 

The late singer sold more 
than 50 million records in 
the United States alone 
during her career. Her 
voice, an ideal blend of 
power, grace and beauty, 
made classics out of songs 
like “Saving All My Love For 
You,” "I Will Always Love 
You” and "The Greatest 
Love of All.” She earned 
six Grammys and starred in 
the films “The Bodyguard” 
and “The Preacher's Wife.” 
Bobby Brown, who had a 
bad-boy image, also be¬ 
came a huge star, selling 
platinum records with New 
Edition and going solo be¬ 
fore drugs and legal woes 
derailed his career. 

Bobbi Kristina appeared 
alongside both parents in 
2005 on the Bravo reality 
show "Being Bobby Brown,” 
which captured her par¬ 
ents fighting, swearing and 
appearing in court.Q
